ſcended of the ſaid Family, was driven out of: Rowe, 
An. 1144+ by the Arnald:ſtich Hereticks, togethei 
with his Brother Rudolph, in detence of the Roman 
See, Whereupon he travelled into Switzerland, and 
there married the Daughter of Werner us, laſt EarT 
of Hab:burg, of the Anician Perleconian Race.

This King, Aug; 3i- An. 1679. eſponfed the 
Princeſs Mary-Lousſe of Orleans, eldeit Daughter 
to Phil, Duke of Orleans, by the Princeſs Hen- 
7ietta-Maria, youngeſt Daughter to our late Ring - 
Charles the Firtt. The Prince of Conde efpouſe 
her in the Chappel of the Houſe of Fort asnebleau, 
in the name of the King of Spain; and the Mar- 
riage was Conſummated, Nov. 19. of the faid-year 
1679, near Burgos, in Old Caſtile.

Yon may alfo note that the eldeſt Sons of the 
Kings of Spain are caled Princes of the Ajturias ; 
as thoſe of the German Emperors, Arc/-Duxtes of 
Auſtria, Thoſe of the Kings of England, Princes 
of Wales: Thoſe of the Kings of Porengal, Princes 
ef A:garves. Thoſe of the Dukes of Savoy, Princes 
of Piemont, &Cc. 

' The King of Spain's Livery is of a N21 w colour. 
His Majeſty profefles the Roman Relizion, and uſes 
the Spaniſh Language, 

Ht. Maarzid, lituate in New Caſiz.e, having been 
the place of Reſidence of the Kings of Spain, fince 
the time of Phi/izp the Second, is become, from - a 
Village, to be the moſt populous Town of all-Spasn. 
The Houſes are built of Brick, and the greateit part 
four Stories: high, all having Iron Baleones.

think no Building in times paſt, or at preſent com- 
parable to it. Fhe front towards the Welt 1s a- 
dorned with three ftately Gates, the middlemoſt 
whereof leads into a moſt magnificent Temple, and 
a Monaſtery, in which- are one hundred and fifty 
Monks of the Order of S. Hiercm, and a College. 


That on t'e right Hand opens into divers Offices, 
belonging to the Monaſtery. That on the left, into. 


Schools and Out-houfſes belonging te the College: 
At the four Corners there are four Turrets of ex- 
cellent Workmanfhip, and for height Majeſtical. 


Towards the North is the Kings Palace. On the 
South parts divers beautiful and- fumptnous Galle-_ 


rics, and on the Eaſt: part ſundry Walks and Gar- 
dens, very pleafing and delightful. It contains in all 
thirty ſeven Courts and Cloiſters, Eleven thoufand 
Wir dows, Eight hundred Pillars, and -s indeed a 
moſt noble Structures. There are in 1t Seven Com= 
- munities, ſeven Priors, and a Grand Prior. The 
Revenue is above Thirty. thouſand Crowns per 
annum ; and there is a Library in. it, containing. a- 
bove Eighteen thouſand Books, and among them a 
eat many Arabick Manuſcripts. 
"Toledo 1s the Capital City of New Caſizle, being

fied and beautified with a good. number of ſtately - 
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Edifices; and by reaſon of its ſituation in the midl(t 
of Spain, it's well inhabited both by Nobility, Mer- 
chants and <cholars, beſides ſuch Soldiers and their - 
Officers who are continually Garriſon'd in it. It's: 
alſo honoured with the See-of an Archbiſhop, who is 
the Metropolitan of Spain, and Preſident for the 
molt part, of the Inquiſition, having a Revenue of 
Three hundred thouſand Crowns per. annum, and” 
Seventeen other Towns under his Juriſdiction, both: 
In Spirituals and Temporals, | 
Granada is the Capital City of the Kingdom” 
call'd by that name, whoſe whole Circuit 1s ſaid to be 
Seven Miles; it having contain'd in the time of. the 
Moors Two hundred thouſand Souls, and where the 
Houſes of the beſt fort are, for-the moſt part, 
built of Free-ſtone, with delicate and artifictat 
Maſonry , ſhewing their Magmihicence. 
| Sevil, the Capital City of Anzaluſia, inthe King- - 
dom of Corduba, is look'd upon by ſome to be the-- 
faireſt City of all Spain. It is in compats fix Miles, 
divided into two parts by the River Be:s, on which 
it's ſeated; but joined together by a ftrong and 
beutiful Bridge ; the whole environed with beauti- 
ful Walls, and adorned with many magnificent and 
ſtately Buildings ; as Palaces, Churcaes and Mona- 
ſteries. It has a flouriſhing Univerſity , adorned 
with a godly Cibrary, furniſhed by Dzego, the Son-+ 
of Chriſtopher Columbus the firſt Founder of it, 


with Twelve thouſand Volumes in ſeveral Lan- 


guapes, gathered together with extraordinary Care- 
and Charge, and endowed with a f.ir Revenue, 'for 
the Maintenance and Enlargemeat of it. It's alſo a 
Town particularly famous for Traffick, here being 
the  publick Emporeum.of Spain for Wines, Oils, - 
and Commoditics brought _ the Indies, mm 
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ther Poreign Parts. So much-concerning the Towns: 
of. greateſt Note in Spain. hg 

' The King of Spain has likewiſe in aly the City 
of Milain, being the faireſt and biggeſt City of alt 
Lombardy, containing Seven Miles. in compaſs, and 
Two hundred thouſand People, It's ſeated betwixt 
the Rivers Ticinus and Addua, which run hard- by 
It to the great Conveniency of the Inhabitants, both 
for having things brought to them at cheap Rates, 


and for vending and diſperſing their Manufactures, 
which are of great eſteem in moſt parts of the 


World. It flouriſhes in-21l Riches, and in the Beauty- 
of 1ts Edifices, both publick and private ; but three. 
eſpecially commended for their Wagnificence ; the 
Caſtle, the Hoſpital, and the Cathedral. It's-forti- 
fied with Walls, Ramparts, and deep Trenches, and 
the Caſtle in it ts ſo ſtrong, that its judg'd impreg-- 
rable. The Trade is fo- great, that private Shops 
there equal publick Store-houſes of other Places, 
and the People are fo rich, that the Wife of every. 
Mechanick goes in her Silks and Taffaties. 


The King of Spain has alſo in 1raly the- City of 


Naples, which is the Capital-of that- Kingdom, and: 
contains Seven Miles in compaſs. It's honoured-with- 
the Seat of a Yiceroy, and the continual Reſort, if 
not-conſtant Reſidence, of moſt of the great Men of 
the Realm ; which makes the private Buildings to- 
be very. graceful, and-the publick.- ſtately.z and it- 
had increaſed much more in . Buildings, if- the King

time were above Six hundred thouſand Souls: for 
he there ſays, that Maſanre'lo, on the Fourth Day 
of his Rebellion, had One hundred$and fifty thouſand 
Men bearing Arms under him, . befides Boys and 
Women. Now allowing as many Women in the 
City as Men, it makes Three hundred thouſand, and - 
allowing all under Sixteen Years of Age in the 
City to equal in number the Men and Women, it 
makes Six hundred thouſand, not counting de- 


_ crepid perſons, which mike a Sixth Part of Man- 


kind, nor all thoſe perſons who adhering to the Vice- 
70y, never followed Maſanzello. Scarce any Cout- 
try of Europe may be preferred beſore the Kng- 
dom of Naples for its Beauty; and excellency of its - 
Soil, and its great plenty of generous Wines, Fruits: 
and- Corn, or. what elſe may afford. Delight and 
Pleaſure. 
| I may add in the laſt place, that beſides Bruſſe/s 
in the Low-Countries, a well peopled Town Four 
Miles in compaſs, and Ghent, the greateſt City of 
all the Netherlands, the Birtheplace of- Charles the 
Fifth, who finding the Inhabitants inclined to Sedi, 
tton, built there the firſt Cittadel, which was built 
in Europe : the King of Spain has two conſiderable. 
Towns in America. In the Southern Diviſion of it, 
Lima was of later years the chief Town (but- ſince 
ruined by an Earthquake) though formerly -Cuſco 
was. the chief Town, this being -the ancient Seat- 
Royal of the Inzas, or Peruvian Emperors, (the 
word Inga fignifying an Emperor, as Capa ln2a, 
by which name th:y ſometimes called them, the pnly 
Emperor) Who, the more to beautifie this City, com- 
B 5 maz;ged 
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manded every one of the Nobility to build here a 


Palace for their continual Abode. The Emperor's. 


Palace, now defaced,. was ſeated on a lofty Moun- 


tain, and built of ſuch huge and maſly Stones, that: 
the Spaniards thought it rather,to have been the. 
Work of Devils than of Men. The ſpacious Mar- . 


 ket-place there has: been always eſteemed as the 
greateſt and moſt regular found in any. Town of 
America: its Figure 1s ſquare, and at its Angles, it 


gives opening to four great Roads, tending . in a- 


{treight Line towards the four principal parts of the 


World, and to the moſt conſiderable Provinces of 


the Empire of Peru, made by-the 177gas of a vaſt 


length and breadth with a moſt incredible Charge- 
and Pains for the uſe of their Subjects. To fay a- 


little of the Riſeof the Peruvian Monarchs, Dr. Hey- 


lin tells us, that the Peruvians were generally go- . 
verned by the Chief of their Tribes, as-in all Coun- 


teies- elſe, where neither. the Arms of Foreigners, 


nor: the Ambition of ſome few of the Natives hag- 


diminiſhed any thing of thoſe natural Rights ; nor 


ſubject to any one Supreme; till thefe later.times, the 


Iagas of Peru growing into their Greatneſs but a 


little before their Fall. Their Territory at-firſt way. 
not above Five or Six - Leagues.in compaſs, fituate in 


that part of the Country where.Cuſco. now ſtands. 


They were oppos'd at-their. firſt Encroachments by... 


their Neighbours, and had not. prevail'd- to their 
Greatneſs, had they. not uſed the Policy (however. 


they got it) which has been uſed by. many. in theſe. 


parts of the World, in Imitation of - the Truth, 
conveyed down to us by Moſes and the Prophets, 


trom Noab and the Patriarchs, For the Ingas gave | 
out that their Family had not only -been the Sem. 
#ary. rom Which Minkind came; but the Authors. 


of that Religion, alſo, which was, then-in uſe ; pars 
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ticularly that the whole Earth had been deſtroyed by 
a : Deluge, except only ſeven perfons, who had hid 
themſelves in a Cave, called Paticambo, where 
having liv'd in ſafety till the Fury of the Waters had 
been aſſwaged, they came abroad at laſt, and re- 
peopled the Country. - That Viracocha the Creator, 
and great God of Nature, had appear'd to one of 
themy and taught him how, and with what Rezes 
he would be worſhipped ; which Rezes were aiter- 
wards received over all Pery : and finally, that the 
ſame Viracocha had appeared lately to the Chief of- 
their Family, aſfuring him, that he would aid him- 
with invifble Forces againſt all their Enemies, This 
ſoon gained Belief among thoſe Barbarians, and 
drew many to take part with the 1ngas, whereby - 
they became victorious. This 1s ſuppoſed fo hive 
happened Four hundred years before the Spaniards 
put an end to this flouriſhing Kingdom, An. 1533» : 
within which time they had brought all the Coun- 
try, which. we now call Peru. and many of the ad- 
jacent Provinces under their Sominion. The Ingaz - 
were much reverenced by their Subjects, and fo faith- 
fully ſerved, that never any of their Subjects were 
found guilty of Treaſon : nor wanted they - good * 
Arts whereby to indear their Subjects, to keep them - 
out of leiſure to foment new Factions. The way 
of Indearment was by the fair. and ſatisfatory Di- 
{tribution of the Spoils gotten in the Wars, whether 
Lands or Goods ; all which they divided into three 
parts, allotting the firſt unto the Service of the. 
Gods ; the ſecond-for the maintenance of the King, 
his .Court, and Nobles ; the third to the relief. of 
the common: People. When there was no Cauſe- 
: of Wars, they kept the People buſied in Works of 
Magnificence, as building-of Palaces in every one- 
of the conquered-Provinces, which ſerved -not- on]y-

buted among the Feople: in times of Dearth. But:

Leagues-in-length:; a Work-to be preferred. before- 
any of Rome and Egypt , for. they were forced to.

underprop.-- others: that were ruinous, to make even

cultics., as the. uncertain Foundation of a ſandy: 
Country-mulſt needs -carry-with-it. And for the No-. 
Blity, the Inga did not only command them to re- 

fige. in Cuſco, to be aſſured of their- perſons, but- 
cauſed them to have their, Children bought-up there, 
tbat they. might ſervegs Hoſtages for their Fathers- 
Loyalty. They ordered alſo: that all ſuch as repaired- 
to Cuſco, the Imperial. City; ſhould be. attired ac- 
cording.to their own Country Faſhion, ſo to prevent: 
thoſe Leagues and Affociations, which otherwiſe,. 
Without any Notice, or. Obſervation, - might be made 


amongſt them; and many, ſuch politick Inſtitutions. 


were by them devis'd.

In the Northern Diviſion of America, called 
Mexicana, the King of Spain has Mexico, the 
chief City of all America. It was formerly fituate 
in Lakes and Iſlands, and built on Piles like Yenzce, 
every Where interlaced with the pleaſant Carrents of 
freſh and Salt Waters, and carrying a Face of more 
Civil Government than any of America, though 
nothing, if compared with Europe. But the Town 
being deſtroyed by. Cortez, it's now built on firm 
Land, on the Edge of the Salt Lake, and bordering 
on a large and ſpacious Plain, It's in compaſs fix 
Miles, and contains fix thouſand Houſes of the 
Spaniards, and fixty thouſand of Indians. The 
Inhabitants are ſo very rich, that generally the Mer- 
chants, Tradeſmen, and Artificers go in greater 
State, and more ſplendid Equipage, than any People 
elſewhere of the like condition. The Inhabitants of 
that Country were governed by the Chief of their 
Tribes till the year 3322, that Acamapitz/s was e- 
leed the firſt King ; who with his Succeffors en- 
croach*'d upon their Neighbours, till the year 1 502, 


when MantezZuma the Second came to be their tenth:

The other is their annual Tribute 
of the Cham of the Leſſer Tarzary, the Princes of 
Tranſylvania, M3!davia, Valachia, the Republick 
of Raguſa, and a part of Menprelia and of Ruſſia 
ought to pay the Grand Serznior in Gold, which 
amounts to confiderable Sums. One of the two 
Sources of the Country is the Spoils of the Bach's, 
all their Monies, which for the moſt part is Gold, 
coming to the Grand Sezgnior at their Deaths: the 
other the Revenue of Egyp:, which amounts . yearly 
to Twelve Millions of Livres.

Phyſician was back'd by all bis Friends at Court, and 
particularly by one of the King's Aſtrologers, 'who 
had a ſecret hatred apainſt the -Prince of the Aftrolo- 


gers, who had been appointed to obſerve the fa- 


rourable hour for the King's Coronation; and the 
former' made out the miſtake Aſtrologically to the 
Grandees of the Court; fo that the King- arid 
{Queen Mother were pofleſſed of the truth of what 
the Phyfician had averred. The chief Aftrologer 
{ſeeing how things went, 'was forced, for fear of 
drawing on him ſomewhat worſe, not only to for- 
| hear contradiction, but withal to applaud what- was 
ſaid ; and upon this ſecond Inauguration, the King 
changed his name, as is ſaid before, which was judge 
unfortunate to the State; and he began ( as he

IV. It's faid that the Kings of China have ordina- 
rily had an yearly Revenue,of aboye one hundred and 
fifty Millions of Crowns. His. Revenues, as Cham 
of Tartary may, be what he lifts himſelf, he being 
_ the abſolute Lord of all the Subject tas, without any 
thing he can call his own, But that which ordinarily 
accrues to. him is the Tenth of the Wool, Silk, Hemp, 
Corn and Cattle: and he draws into his own Hands 
all the Gold and Silver which 1s brought into the 
Country ; and which he cauſesto be intlted, andpre- 
_ ſerv'd in his Treaſury; .impofing' on, his People in- 
ſtead of mony, in ſeme Pacer, Cackleſhdls, others 
a black Coin, made of the Bark of Trees, with his 
fNamwp on it: and he keeps to himſelf the whole 
Trade of Pearl-fiſhing, which no Man, upon pain 
of death, dares fiſh for, but by leave from him.
